FIRST — Check your tension. 

COVER (Make 2 pieces) — Using 3.25 (No 10) 
Needles and M, cast on 25 sts. 



1st round — 1 ch, 8 d c into ring, si st in 1 ch at beg. 

2nd round — 1 ch, 2 d c in each d c to end, si st in 
1 ch at beg. 

3rd round — As 2nd round. 

4th round — 1 ch, 1 d c in each d c to end. 

5th round — 1 ch, * 1 d c in next d c, 2 d c in next 
d c, rep from * to end .... 48 d c. 

Using C 2, 6th round— As 4th round. Fasten off. 

SADDLE— Using C 1, cast on 32 sts. 

Work 116 rows stocking st. Cast off. 

Using C 2, work 1 row d c around saddle. 

Using M, embroider 1 row of running stitch around 
saddle, then using C 3, work 1 row cross st around 
saddle. 

Using C 1, work 1 row running stitch around saddle 
in centre of crosses, then using M, work 1 row of 
running stitch around saddle. 

TAIL — Using 6 strands of M, make a plait 10 cm .... 
4 ins long and knot at end to form a small tassel. 

MAKE UP — Using C 2, join tog by working I row d c. 
To join — crochet head gusset to side pieces, plac- 
ing start of head gusset to centre cast on sts of 
trunk, then join underbody in position. Join rem 
seams. Fill and sew foot pads in position. Sew ears 
in position, pleating in centre. Sew on saddle. Using 
C 3, satin stitch 3 toe nails on each leg at lower 
edge, then satin stitch 2 tusks on as illustrated. 
Embroider eyes. Sew tail in position. 



1st row—K 2, * P 1, K 1, rep from * to last st, K 1. 
2nd row — K 1, * P 1, K 1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 29 times, working in stripes 
of 3 rows M, then 5 rows each C 1, C 2 and M, 
inc 4 sts evenly across last row. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8) Needles. 

Using M only, work in stocking st until work 
measures 28 cm 11 ins .... from beg, ending 
with a purl row. 

Shape top— 1st row—K 1, * K 2 tog, K 2, rep from 
* to end. 

2nd and 4th rows^ — Purl. 

3rd row—K 1, * K 2 tog, K 1, rep from * to end. 
5th row—K 1, * K 2 tog, rep from * to end. 

6th row— Purl. 

Break off yarn, thread end through rem sts, draw up 
and fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press stocking st lightly. Using back-stitch, join 
side seams. Using knitting st (see “Woolcraft”), 
embroider numbers on as illustrated. Press seams.
